Much of the mission work for Orientals east 
of the Rocky Mountains is under local direction and is not re- 
ported to the boards. 

This first edition of the Directory of Oriental Missions is issued 
to furnish a basis for study of the Christian Americanization done 
and to be done for Chinese, Japanese, Koreans and Hindus in the 
United States, in the hope that those who shape the missionary 
policies of the boards may be helped to develop a co-operative 
plan of work among themselves and with civic institutions which 
shall be adequate for the speedy assimilation of these people to 
American ideals and shall educate public sentiment to a more 
Christian attitude toward them.
